In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -sec 
tion ( 1 ) of Section 36 of the Motor Vehicles Act , 
1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939 ) , the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu , having regard to the number , 
nature of size of tyres attached with wheels of the 
transport vehicles other than a motor cab , hereby 
specifies , with the approval of the Central Govern 
ment, that the maximum safe laden weight of trans 
port vehicles , other than motor cabs and the maxi 
mum safe axle weight of each axle of such vehicles 
shall be as follows :

HD - 25-152 /73 ( T & A ) 
Whereas certain draft directions which the Go 
vernment proposes to issue to the State Transport 
Authority , Panaji were published as required by 
sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 43 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939 ) , in the Official 
Gazette, Series I, No. 50, dated 13th March , 1980 , 
under the Notification No. HD - 25-152 /73 ( T & A ) , 
dated 31-8-1979 of the Home Department, Govern 
ment of Goa , Daman and Diu , inviting objections 
and suggestions from the persons likely to be affec 
ted thereby within thirty days from the date of 
publication of the said Notification in the Official 
Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available 
to the public on 13th March , 1980 ; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions have 
been received from the public on the said draft by 
the Government ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers confer 
red by sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 43 of the Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939 ) , and 
all other powers enabling him in that behalf, the 
Lieutenant Governor of Goa , Daman and Diu hereby 
issues the following directions to the State Trans 
port Authority , Panaji , namely : 


( 3 ) In case where the stage carriages have to 
divert from their normal route for the sole pur 
pose of picking up or setting down the postal 
mails , an additional amount at the rate of Rs. 2 / 
(Rupees two only ) per Km . shall be charged 
irrespective of whether the diversion is in the 
hilly area or plains. The rate fixed in the manner 
prescribed above shall be subject to the following 
conditions namely : - 

(i ) The Posts and Telegraph Department 
shall ensure expeditious payment to the bus 
operators ; 

( ii ) It shall be obligatory on the part of the 
private operators / State Transport Undertakings 
to carry mails ; 

( iii ) The mail shall be exchanged at the post 
office at the bus door of the mails carrying 
bus i. e . all mails will be handed over to the 
conductor by the Post and Telegraphs staff 
at the bus door and taken delivery of by the 
latter at the bus door ; 

( iv ) The permit holder shall sign the stand 
ard agreement form of contract of the Post 
and Telegraph Department and in the alter 
native abide by the conditions to be imposed 
by the State Transport Authority in this 
respect ; 

(v ) The private operators / State Transport 
Undertakings shall be responsible for any mis 
placement , loss or damage of mail bags .
